Tue Memphis Appeal, in referring 
to the late “peace offering” mes- 
sage of President Grant in refer- 
ence to Louisiana, styles it ‘a mes- 
sage that is a disgrace to the coun- 
try which Grant disgraces as a 
twaddling and speculating Chief- 
magistrate.” 

Ir 1s a hopeful indication of the 
change for the better in public sen- 
timent, that Harper's Weekly,which 
has been heretofore a most uncom- 
promising organ of the administra- 
tion, sharply criticizes and con- 
demns the use of the military to 
disperse the Legislature of Louis- 
iana. Mr. Curtis is plain spoken in 
the expression of lis disapproval, 
and warns the President that such 
high-handed usurpations will only 
tend to the disruption of the Re- 
publican party. 

Speaker W111z, of the Louisiana 
Legislature, after the appearance of 
the late message of the President 
touching upon late events in that 
State, telegraphed that functionary 
that, inasmuch as the military inter- 
ference in the Legislative halls of 
that State on the 4th inst. was un- 
authorized by him, he (Wiltz) de- 
manded that the President direct 
the military to restore the statu quo 
existing at the time Geu. De Tro- 
briand interposed with the proceed- 
ings of the body over which he was 
presiding, in order that the House 
of Representatives might proceed 
in the discharge of its duties with- 
out molestation. The President’s 
opties were too to see any point 
in this dispatch, and did not com- 
ply with the request of Speaker 
Wiltz, 


One of the most powerful rebukes 
we have seen, of the President's 
usurpation and tyranny in Louis- 
iana, emanates from Governor Tay- 


lor, the Republican Executive of | 


Wisconsin. We quote the following 
pregnant extract from the message 
of Governor Taylor to the Wiscon- 
sin Legislature : “i do not wish to 
prejudge facts, but if authority 


_ exists in any branch of the Federal 


Government for what appears to be 
assumed by the recent proceedings 
in the State of Louisiana, and in 
the extraordinary proposais of the 
Lieutenant-General of the Army in 
his dispatch from New Orleans, I 
believe the time has come for all of 
us to bury partisan spirit in a com- 
mon effort for the preservation of 


our Constitutional sovereignty and 
the inherited liberties of the Amer- 


ican people.” 


Ix a recent number of The Chil- 
dren’s Friend, published in Oxford 
in the interest of the Oxford Asylum, 
the Superintendent called upon the 


Legislature “to pass a law prevent- 
ing white children from being bonnd 
to negroes.” We did not at ile time 
notice this call, as we knew nothing 
of the facts justifying it. The Pe- 
tersburg (Va.) Index asked if it 
were possible that such a thing was 
allowed in this State, to which The 
Children’s Friend replies : 

Visit the Orphan Asylum at Ox- 
ford, and you will see a number of 
children who have been rescued from 
bondage to degraded negroes. Go with 
the Superintendent and he will show 
you others whom he has not yet been 
ableto relieve, and for whose benefit 
he now makes a just and reasonable 
appeal to the Legislature. That these 
things are possible and actual can not 
be denied, because the sad and shame- 
ful is ever before us. But why have 
our Legislatures been so indifferent 
to the interest of the Orphans? Alas, 
we connot tell. The members are of 

let them answer for themselves. 
Why, we ask also, are our State 
pers so silent on the subject? We 
cove personally requested many 
editors to call public attention to these 
outrages on helpless children. Let 
them rise before the people and 
explain for what reason our requests 
have been disregarded. We welcome 
our manly reighbor of Virginia 
among the chilcren’s friends. Let us 
fight those modern Herods who for 
., purpose are willing to 


out thousands of poor and hel p- 
less children. 
These facts call for the immediate 


and positive investigation of the 
Legislature, for with the Index we 
are constrained to ask “can such 
things exist in our midst?” We, 
too, are friends of the orphans, 
wherever found, and will earnestly 
endeavor to further their interest. 


A Wasuixaton special says of the, 


Louisiana report:

has Sheridan discovered 
cause to denounce the people of 
Louisiana as “bandittis.” This time 
he has discovered that the white 
citizens of the State are not employ- 
ing this year the negroes who did 
not vote with them last year, and 
that in consequence the poor negro 
is starving. Had not the Federal 
authorities better distribute some 
of that vast amount of bacon and 
other provisions we saw distributed 
last summer by the Radical politi- 
cians “ to those who had suffered by 
the overflow,” and this in sections 
(to all intents and purposes) a thou 
sand miles away from any stream ? 
And as this was done at the ex- 
pense of the Government to secure 
Radical elections, could not a point 
be stretched and these (imaginary) 
starving “loyal” citizens given a 
littie help?

REPORT OF THE NEW OR- 
LEANS COWMITTEE. 


The report of the New Orleans 
Committee (Messrs. Foster, Phelps 
and Potter,) was submitted to the 
U. S. House of Representatives last 
Friday. The action of the Return- 
ing Board by this report is pro- 
nounced arbitrary, illegal and un- 
just. The report is a complete vin- 
dication of the people of Louisiana 
from the “banditti” charges of 
General Sheridan. We make the 


following extracts from it : 


‘‘Without now referring to other 
instances, we are constrained to de- 
clare that the action of the returning 
board, on the whole, was 


ARBITRARY, UNJUST AND, IN OUR 
OPINION, ILLEGAL, 


and that this arbitrary, unjust and 
illegal action alone prevented the re- 
turn by the board of a majority of 
Conservative members of the Lower 
House. 

Upon the genera) subject of the 
state of affairs in the South, and as to 
whether the alleged wrongs to col- 
ored citizens for political offences are 
realor were asserted without due 
foundation, your committee took 
such proofas the opportunity offered. 
Both parties agreed upon four par- 
ishes as samples of the condition of 
affairs in that respect in the State. 
Of these, owing to the impossibility 
of procuring witnesses from the lo- 
cality in time, your committee were 
obliged to contine their especial ex- 
amination to two parishes most ac- 
cessible. As to these parishes, they 
received all the testimony that was 
offered, and in addition they received 
all the testimony that was then on 
hand in New Orleans, offered by 
either party, as to the condition of 
affairsin other parts of the State. 

_As a whole, they are constrained to 
say that the intention charged is not 
borne out by the facts before us. No 
general intimidation of Republican 
voters was established; no colored 
man was produced who had been 
threatened or assaulted by any Con- 
servative because of political opinion, 
or discharged fron. employment or 
refused employment. Of all those 
who testified to intimidation there 
were hardly any one who of his own 
knowledge could specify a reliable 
instance of such acts; and of the white 
men who were produced to testify 
generally on such subjects, very 
nearly all, if not every single one, 
was the holder of an office. 


THEGENERAL CONDITION OF AFFAIRS 


in the State of Louisiana seems to be 
as fullows: The conviction has been 
general among the whites since 1872, 
that the government was an 
usurpation. This conviction among 
them has been strengthened by the 
acts of the Kellogg Legislature abol- 
ishing existing courts and judges and 
substituting others presided over by 
judges appointed by Kellogg, having 
extraordinary and exclusive jurisdic- 
tion over political questions; by 


changes in the laws contealieing, in 
the Governor-every form of political 
control, including the suspension of 
the elections; by continuing the re- 
turning board with absolute power 
over the returns of elections; by the 
extraordinary provisions e! for 
the trial of titles and claims to oMce ; 
by the conversion of the police force 
maintained at the expense of the city 
of New Orleans intoav armed brigade 
of State militia, subject to the com- 
mand of the Governor; by the crea- 
tion in some places of monopolies in 
markets, gas-making, Water-works 
and ferries, cleaning vaults, removing 
filth and doing work as whartingers ; 
by the abolition of courts with 
election judges and the substitu- 
tion of other courts with judges 
appointed by Iicilogg, in eva- 
sion of the constitution of the 
State; by enactments puaishing 
criminally all persons whoattempted 
to fill official positions unless returin- 
ed by the returning board ; by unlim- 
ited appropriations for the payment 
of legislative warrants, vouchers aud 
checks issued during the years 1870 
to 1872; by laws declaring that no 
person in arrears for taxes, after de- 
fault published, shall bring any suit 
in any court of the State, or be al- 
lowed to be a witnessin his own be- 
half—measures which, wien cou- 
pled with the extraordinary burdens 
of taxation, have seemed to vest, in 
the language of Governor 
counsel, ‘‘a degree of power in the 
Governor of a Siate scarcely exer- 
cised by any sovereign in the world.” 

With this conviction isa general 
want of confidence in the integrity 
of the existing State and local offic- 
ials ; a want of confidence equally in 
their purposesand in their personnel, 
which is accompanied by the para- 
lyzation of businessand destruction 
of values. The most hopeful witness 
as by the Kellogg party, while 

e deciared that business was in a 
sounder condition than ever before 
beeause there was tess credit, has 
since declared that ‘‘there Was no 
prosperity.”

THE NEGRO VOTE. 


With that it was sought, in many 
quarters, to propitiate them. Fre- 
quent arrests by the United States 
marshals for intimidation or threats 
of non-employment, and the appre- 
hension that was feit that the return- 
ing board would count out their 
men, if excuse for such a course was 
offered, all combined, especially after 
the 14th of September, to put the 
Conservatives on their g beha- 
vior, and the result was, that in 
November, 1874, the people of the 
State of Louisiana did fairly have a 
free, peaceable, and full registration 
and election, in which a clear Cone 
servative majority was elected to the 
Lower House of the Legislature, uf 
which majority the Conservatives 
were deprived by the unjust, illegal, 
and arbitrary actiun of the returning 
board, 

That there were turbulent spirits 
cannot be denied. Those returned 
to office by the returning board in 
violation of the wishes of the people 
are especially odious. In one in- 
stance the editor of the Shreveport 
News, in anticipation of the frustra- 
tion by the returning board of the 
willof the people, openly. declared 
thatthe only remedy was “to kill 
the usurpers,’”? and declared this to 
be the sentiments of the Conserva- 
tives of his section of the State. But 
beyond a newspaper editor or two no 
declaration even of that sort was 
brought to our own notice, although 
it was admitted on all hands the 
white people of the whole State felt 
greatly outraged by ihe action of the 
returning board. indeed, it is con- 
ceded by all parties that the Kellorg 
government is only upheld by the 
Federal military. Withdraw tlie 
military, and that government will 
go down, This was true before the 
4th of January as welias now. Gov- 
ernor Kellogg says this is owing to 
the doubt that Congress has permit- 
ted about the legality of this govern- 
ment. The Conservatiyes say that 
this is not only beeanse his govern- 
ment is illegal, but because it 
has been aroused and corrupt. 
In this connection we refer to 

THE WHITE LEAGUE 
mentioned in the message of the 
President. In the last campaign in 
Louisiana, the opposition was com- 
posed of various elements—Demo- 
crats, Reformers, dissatisfied Repub- 
liceans, Liberal Republican, old 
W higs—and, in order to induce the 
co-operation of all, some of whom re- 
fused to unite with an organization 
called Democratic, they took the 
name of the ‘‘ People’s Party’’—called 
in some localities the ‘*Conservative 
Party;’’ in others the ‘‘White Man’s 
Party;’’ in others the ‘*White 
League’’—and had ordinary »olitical 
clubs under these names throughout 
the rural districts, which were ordi- 
nary political clubs) and nothing 
more; neither secret nor armed nor 
otierwise differeat from usual! politi- 
cal organizations. These must not, 
nowever, be confounded, from simi- 
larity of names, with the White 
Leagves of the city of New Orleans. 
That League is an organization com- 
posed of different clubs, numbering 
in all between 2,500 and 2,800, the 
members of which ‘have provided 
arms for themselves, and with or 
without arms engage in military 
drill. They have no uniform, and 
the arms are the property of indi- 
viduals, not of the organization. 

They compromise a large number 
of reputable citizens and property- 
holders in Louisiana. Their purse 
pose they declare to be simply pro- 
tective—a necessity occasioned by 
the existence of leagues among the 
blacks ; of the hostility with which 
the Kellogg government arrayed the 
black against the white race; of the 
want of security to peaceable citizens 
and their families, which existed for 
those reasons, and because, also, of 
the peculiar formation of the police 
brigade. 

Indeed, in our judgment, the sub- 
stautial citizens of the State will

good government. What they seek 
is peace and an opportunity for pros- 
perity, and to that end they wil! 
support any form of government that 
will afford them just protection.

After your committee had an- 
nounced their intention not toinves- 
tigate the election of 1872 they re- 
ceived a letter from Governor Kel- 
logg, expressing a desire that they 
should investigate that subject. Later 
they received a letter from McEnery, 
Penn and associates, proposing to 
submit their clainis to the State of- 
lices to the committee as arbitrators. 
In view of the assurance that a like 
submission was desired on the part of 
Mesers. Kellogg and Antoine and 
their associates, the committee ad- 
dressed a letter to each of these gen- 
tlemen, desiring to kuow explicitly 
whether each one would sybmit to 
the determination of the committee, 
and if they found he was not duly 
elected he would resign his office or 
all claim to the office, and would nut 
enter upon it during the term for
